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CONFINED SHEEP FARMING 


Scientists are currently experimenting with ideas that 
could move sheep farming from the hillsides into total 
confinement under an automated system, 

A team of four research scientists in the Animal 
Research Institute of the Canada Department of Agricul- 
ture are working on this project, They are nutritionists 
Dr, David Heaney and Dr, E E Lister, geneticist Dr, 
Hobart Peters and physiologist Dr, Hamish Robertson, 

Their goal: develop management and strains of sheep 
that will produce at least two lambs per litter, ideally 


twice a year, 


A research team of scientists is working with breeds 


that are capable of increas- 
ing litter size, One of these 
-- the Finnish Landrace -- 
usually ylelds twins and 
some ewes have produced 
as many as six lambs ina 
litter. 

There is evidence from 

@research at other centers 
that this multiple birth 
characteristic can be cross-= 
bred into the next genera- 
tion, The breeding program 
will also emphasize the 
growth rate of lambs, 

To obtain two litters a 
year, the lambs will likely 
have to be weaned at birth, 
This presents a tricky nut- 
rition problem because the 
lambs must be fed from 
birth on an artificial diet. 
If a ewe nurses her lambs, 
re-breeding may bedelayed 
so that she won’t conceive 
quickly enough to reach the 
two-litters-a-year goal. 

Weaning at birth is a key 
point for another reason, 
Ewes only produce enough 


milk to send one lamb to 
market all economical rates 
of gain, In experiments at 
Ottawa, it was demonstra- 
ted that twin lambs reared 
on artificial diets can gain 
weight just as fast as single 
lambs living with their 
mothers, Under a system 
of artificial feeding, the 
more lambs aewe produces, 
the better, 

The biggest nutritional 
problem at the moment ts 
devising an artificial diet 
for newly=born lambs, The 
sheep will be housed all 
year long in barns featur- 
ing light control, automatic 
feeding, metal mesh floors 
and liquid manure disposal, 

Once the scientists esta- 
blish the fact that total con- 
finement sheep farming is 
possible and economical, 
farmers will likely move 
into intensive sheep mane 
agement with speed, It could 
be a welcome boost to our 
economy.

This is the view expressed by Dr, Clarence L, Barber, 
chairman of the Royal Commission on farm machinery 
and head of the economics department at the University 
of Manitoba, in a paper ]/ prepared for the Canadian 


Agriculture Congress in 
Ottawa, 

Dr, Barber said a large 
part of the change in Cana- 
dian agriculture == change 
that had reduced the farm 
population by 1,250,000 in 
the last 25 years == was due 
to technological changes in 
farm machinery, 

These machinery changes 
produced economic benefits 
worth roughly $1,000,000,- 
000 a year, he estimated, 
Yet the great bulk of these

A St, Albert woman has 
won her damage suit against 
the Alberta department of 
highways, 

Mrs, Margaret Elizabeth 
Mauriello of 31 Gladstone 
Cres, was awarded $4,227 
by Mr, Justice Michael 
O’Byrne in Supreme Court, 

Mrs, Mauriello had 
claimed negligence by the 
department in maintaining 
a section of Highway 2 west 
of Joussard, near Slave 
Lake, was responsible for 
an accident when she was 
driving a car on June 14, 
1966, 

She claimed the highway 
is the responsibility of the 


department and that the car 
entered a large hole in the 
road, causing her to beser~ 
fously injured, 

The department claimed 
it was her negligence which 
caused the accident. 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne said 
he found 50 per cent negli- 
gence attached to both par= 
ties.
